Oh wonderful, that the beſt 
Commodity : Life, Righteouſneſs , Pardon , 
Peace, ſhould be at ſuch a low price, nay, at no 
price, and yet not received, and which is more 
that any man ſhould have it, roo; that would 
but take it, whoſoever, a word of à large extent, 
he forbids none, but bids any, whoſoever will, 
not only the Prince in his Robes , but the Beg- 
gar in his Rags ſhall he welcome, not onely the 

ich, but the Poor, not only the Noble, but the 
Baſe, not only the Beautiful, but the D. formed, 
not only the Free, but the Band- man, not only
